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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Lentz et al. discloses granting default access to 
the bus to a predetermined one of the candidates (in Lentz et al., the predetermined candidate is the one that is assigned a highest- 
priority when no requests from other candidates are made. As pinted out in the last Office Actions, it is clear from Lentz et al. that each 
candidate is assigned a predetermined intrinsic priority, and arbitration is based on a fixed or dynamic priority scheme). Thus, it is clear 
that in the absence of any bus request from other candidates, the bus is granted to a predetermined candidate based on a fixed priority 
scheme; and in the absence of fixed arbitration, bus access is granted using dynamic arbitration. Also, contrary to Applicants' argument, 
not just prioiry is assigned to a predetermined candidate but also bus access is granted to the predetermined candidate. There is no 
reason to assign prioiry to a candidate without giving it the access to the bus. See at least for example, Fig. 3 and col. 9, line 58 to col. 
10, line 17..
